RELIEF CAMPS IN 


CANADA REVEALED 


While adequate measures were in. 
effect to forestall trouble, existence , 
of a destructive plot aimed at unem-, 


ployment relief camps across Canada, 
on Saturday stood revealed. 


The plot, laid by an organized re-| 


volutionary body, whose emissaries 
were agitators working among men 
in the camps, had for its purpose the 
return of these men to “conditions of 
misery in tae cities.” Once there, 
they would be more ready to join any 
revolutionary movement on foot. 
Parliament was apprised of the plot 
Friday night. On a particularly sleepy 
evening, when national defence de- 


partment estimates were winding} 


their slow way through supply com- 
mittee, Hon. Grote Stirling broke the 
news. In previous sittings of the 
committee he had been bombarded 
with complaints about treatment ac- 
corded men in these camps run by 
his department. Specific complaints 
were cited. Regulations governing 
camps were described as “Prussian- 
ism.” Tne minister was asked to ex- 
plain why such harsh rules were laid 
down. :

Spring Treatment of Lawns 


Results of experiments on lawn 
plots conducted by the Division of 
Forage Plants, Central Experimental 
Farm, prove conclusively that neces- 
sary spring treatments of lawns 
should be done early.

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Announcement that Ontario cheese- 
makers would move to bring tie in- 
dustry under terms of federal and 
provincial marketing legislation with~- 
in the next two weeks was made on 
Saturday by Minister of Agriculture 
Duncan Marshall to the Agricultural 
Committee of the Ontario Legislature. 

“We are well on the way to a rea- 
sonably satisfactory solution to their 
problems at the present time,” said 
Mr. Marshall. 

Departmental officials have assist- 
ed members to organize the industry 
and money grants have been given, 
Mr. Marshall continued. 

“If this goes through satisfactorily 
they will be prepared to offer between 
60 and 70 per cent of all cheese pro- 
duced in the province for sale under 
the act and they should get a reason- 
able price for it,” the minister said. | 

Mn Marshall said cheese, like the 
tobacco industry, lent itself to orderly 
marketing under the federal act and 
estimated 80 per cent of the cheese 
output was exported to Great Britain. 

George H. Challies, (Cons, Gren- 
ville-Dundas), urged regulation of 
price according to quality. 

“When you go downtown and buy 
eight or nine months old cheese at 
28 cents there is something radically 
wrong,” he stated, “There is too much 
spread between the consumer and 
farmer price.” 

Mr. Challies also urged a campaign 
to include cheese consumption.

Commercial lime sulpaur at the 
strength of 1 gallon to 7 of water, 
may be substituted for the oil and 
Bordeaux, but it is more costly, un- 
pleasant to use, and requires more 
care to give as good results. 

San Jose’ scale attacks all fruit 
trees except sour cherries and Kief- 
fer pears. It also attacks currant 
bushes. 

Peach trees and pears should, be 
sprayed as soon now as possible. 
Plums and apples need not be sprayed 
until the buds show green at the tip. 
Sweet cherriés should be done just as 
the buds are bursting. 

The oil emulsion and Bordeaux 
combination should be used on pears, 
plums and sweet cherries. Either it 
or the lime sulphur may be used on 
apples and peaches.

This ad- 
herence to regular time is for the 
purpose of allowing the cooks and as- 
sistants comprising a staff of seven 
or eight men to arrange the schedule 
of three meals a day for the one aun- 
dred and fifty odd men boarding in 
the camp. Of the twenty settlers at- 
tached to the operations of the camp 
embracing teams and a few key posi- 


earnings or payment is made direct 
to the commissary clerk of the Craw- 
ley & McCracken firm, who handle 
expertly this paase of camp life. 

For the Sabbath a few extras are 
given to the customary week day 
menu of generous and well-cooked 
food stuffs. At the morning meal thus 
poiled eggs or the same fried and 
flopped in pairs may be expected a- 
long with toast. Daily there is rolled 
oat porridge or a selection of corn 
flakes and bran flakes. Who would 
think of eating at home fried potatoes 
with plenty of appetizing slices of 
bacon, lean and fat, pork and beans, 
or sausages, tea and coffee, prunes 
or figs nicely cooked and tins of or- 
ange marmalade. A spécial item for 
Sunday dinner is generally roast pork, 
onion or mint dressing, canned peas, 
hot or cold; boiled potatoes or baked 
ones, cherry pie, along with good 
home baked bread and dairy butter. 
Otner days there is also a variety of 
apple, chocolate, rhubarb and butter- 
scotch, raisin or cream pie, beefsteak 
with vegetable stew; sweet pickles, 
mustard and vanilla oil dressing, 
soups-of habitant pea, macaroni, 
spaghetti, etc.; cheese and some cook- 
ies, cake rolls and so forth. Likewise 
at supper these last lines are in a- 
bundance, such as tomato soup, too; 
fragrant hash, cold meats or fried on- 
ions and liver or beefsteak, corned 
beef sliced, not forgetting Jiggs’ cab- 
bage, baxed potatoes, etc, 

Sunday is truly a day_cf_rest for 
most all of the men. A few special 
employees fill in that day alternating 
with those on regular week-day work 
of carrying water and filling buckets 
for the kitchen and various bunk 
houses. Those taking a sponge or tub 
bath are required to replenish the a- 
mount used. Wood-boxes are also re- 
plenished that day. Of course several 
also avail themselves of the opportun- 
ity to wash and dry clothes. Barbers 
perform, in an amateur way. At this 
season of the year recreations are 
mainly ef the indoor type. The even- 
ing witnesses a centre of some bunk- 
houses used in barn dance fashion. 
A mouth organ, guitar or mandoiin 
and a violin in camp completes a re- 
gular cornhusker’s calling off outfit. 

Occasionally the cook softens the 
rule and allows a section of the large 
dining hall for a sing-song and jigs. 
Groups here and there are absorhed 
in games of poker, euchre and modern 
bridge. 

On a recent Sunday evening wiere 
such was going on a gramophone in 
camp playing secular and classical 
pleces endeavored to dispense som?

The preparing and packeting of the 
thousands of different samples of 
seed grains for seeding at the Central 
Experimental.

Spring-time and Farm Equipment 

Warmer days will soon announce. 
the approach of spring and suggest| 
removing farm equipment from winter 
storage. Wagons and field machinery 
should be inspected to be certain that} 
all are in working order. A yeneral| 
tightening up of loose bolts, straight- 
ening of bent supports and hitches 
and replacement of worn-out parts 
will ensure smoother operating equip- 
ment ahd fewer delays in the rush of 
spring work. 


Borax for Brown Heart in Turnips 
At a number of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Stations in Eastern Can- 
ada and at the Dominion Laboratory 
of Plant Pathology at Fredericton, 
N. B., extensive experiments ave 
been conducted on the control of 
brown heart in turnips. Results show 
that this disease can be prevented by 
applying borax at the rate of 10 lbs. 
per acre to the soil before seeding. 
The borax may be applied with the 
fertilizer or mixed with fine dry earth 
or any other suitable material to give 
it sufficient bulk for easy handling. It 
should be in a finely powdered form 
and may be obtained at any drug 
store. Fertilizer to which borax has 
been added should not be used fcr po- 
tatoes or beans as these crops are ex- 
tremely sensitive to the chemical.

Contréiiing..Tulip Fire 

Throughout Canada ~t:liné suffer 
from the Botrytis or “fire” d 
Infected bulbs snow yellowish brown 
lesions when the brown jackets are 
removed. Hard black bodies caHed 
sclerotia are frequently found under 
and on these brown jackets. 

The results of experiments con- 
ducted by the Division of Botany, Do- 
minion Experimental Farms, show 
that in the contro] of this disease a 
careful selection of the bulbs is ne- 
cessary. Diseased bulbs should not be 
planted. Crop rotation is of great im- 
portance, for tulips should not be 
grown on the same soil for more than 
three years. Bulbs should be planted 
eight inches deep in soil that is deep, 
loose and friable. The tulips should 
be carefully inspected from the time 
they appear above the ground and all 
plants that show any evidence of dis- 
ease dug out and destroyed. As soon 


up should be made of the old foliage 
to prevent carrying over the disease 
to the next year.

Eastern and Northern Ontario 


Large quantities of hay are stil) in 
farmers’ hands in the upper and low- 
er Ottawa Valley and in northern 
Ontario. The growers are receiving 
‘rom 7 to $9.50 per ton according to 
quality. The principal movement is to 
Nova Scotia for which over 1,000 tons 
have already been graded for ship- 
ment under the freight rebate plan. 
There is also some movement to cent. 
ral and western Ontario and to the 
United States. Plenty of hay is being 
offered in northern Ontario, the grow- 
ers receiving $9 to $12 per ton ac- 
cording to type and quality. 


Planning the Home Garden 

Where the area devoted to the gar- 
den is limited, careful attention must 
be given to such points as distance 
between rows and between plants, so 
that all space must be used to ad- 
vantage. Each plant must have room 
to mature, yet gaps must be avoided. 
A study of rotation of crops and time 
of maturity is of great value in plan- 
ning the small garden. Such crops as 
radish and spinach may be grown as 


inter-crops between the rows of later 
| maturing crops like carrots or par- 


snips. Late sown crops may be plant- 
ed between the rows of early matur- 
ing crops just before the latter are 
ready to harvest. Two or three crops 
of such plants such as radishes and 
lettuce may be grown on the same 
area. A succession of quick growing 
crops by planting at intervals is al- 
#0 desirable. 

Where iand iWecheap or where the 
garden may be laid out in any shape: 
desired, ease of cultivation should be 
considered. All the rows may be plac- 
ed the same distance apart, just wide 
enouga for a horse cultivator, whe- 
ther the vegetable requires little room 
or a great deal of room to mature. 
The rows should. be as long as pos- 
sible for horse cultivation and several 
kinds of vegetables may be planted in 


the same row. Less time is wasted in 


turning, and also less ground in turn- 
ing ends which.are often weedy. A 
few minutes with a horse cultivator 
will keep a farm garden reasonably 
free from weeds during the rush sea- 
son when there is not time for hand 
hoeing. Horse cultivation reduced tac 
amount of hand labour to a minimum 
and brings down the cost of produc- 
tion. At the same time it often means 
the difference between success and 
failure with the farm garden. For this 
reason, the garden should be located 
close to the nAouse and barn. Being 
readily accessible from the barn may 
mean time would be taken to culti- 
vate the garden when it would not if

NO NEW MONETARY

IS WORTH MILLIONS 
TO THE FARMER

The mild, sunny days of late Marca 
and early April will be worth more 
than $3,000,000 this year to the far- 
mers of southeastern Quebec and the 
rovince of Ontario. 

T!.e output of maple sugar in Can- 
ada averages around $5,000,000 Ibs. 
annually at the present time, and that 
of maple syrup approximately 2,000,- 
000 gallons, with a total value of more 
than $3,000,000. This output is pro- 
duced by nearly 50,000 farmers’ in 
Central Canada and the total number 
of trees now being tapped annually 
ranges between twenty dnd twenty-

five million. Six years ago the total 
output of maple products was vahied 
at about $6,000,000 but since tren the 
trade in maple products, as in many 
other lines, has been considerably re- 
duced. 

The tapping of maple trees goes 
back to the Indian days, on the east- 
ern seaboard, and while little appears 
in history about their method of ex- 
tracting the sap and rendering it in- | 
to syrup, references are found to the ff 
tribal dances, known as the maple If 
dances, held in the spring. It was not if 
until 1685 however, that the maple | 
syrup industry began to receive pro- | 
minence in the reports-of the govern-' | 
ors and intendants of New France.’ 
Towards the end of the 18th century, | 
the industry gained recognition as af 
commercial venture of some magr 
tude. Much of the advancement of the 
industry is attributed to modern me-. 
thods of collecting and boiling the 
sap, making refining simple and pro-! 
fitable. Although maple syrup and. 
sugar making are still carried on in| 
& more or less primitive way in some. 
sections, there are also a number of, 
refineries using high-speed, scientific 
machinery for the purpose.

FOR NOW INCURABLE 
BRIGHT’S DISEASE 

A kidney extract which promises 
a treatment for now incurable 
Bright's Diseasé was reported for the 
first time on Thursday at a meeting 
of the Federation of American So- 
cleties for experimental biology, at 
‘Detroit. 

Bright's Disease is one of the dozen 
foremost causes of death in Canada 
and tae United States. 

The extract described on Thursday 

has been under strictly secret investi- 
gation for about three years under 
sponsorship of the chemical founda- 
tion. It has been tried on human be- 
ings with both unusual and puzzling 
resulta. 

It was given to persons in coma 
after hope had been a . Some 
revived unaffected. e reason for 
thie difference is still sought. 

In the clinic of the late Allen Win- 
ter Rowe at Boston a number of 
Bright's Disease patients were tried. 
About half improved. Results were 
negative on others, 

Benjamin Jablons, M. D., of New 
York City, said the extract was taken 
from kidneys of hogs. Extraction in 
pure form is still a difficult process. 

Tt causes a drop in blood pressure 
in both humans and animals, It also 
increases excretion of salt. The in- 
creased excretion of salt may explain 
the mechanism of its favorable action 

on kidney trouble,

Since the | 
roots are probably not damaged it is 
not desirable to apply large amounts | 
of fertilizers this spring unless it is) 
certain that there has not been any 
damage done. j

Corn Breeding on the Experimental 
Farms 


Some interesting work with corn 
being conducted on the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms concerns varietal 
hybrids. This work has as its object 
the securing of both earlier and high- 
er yielding materia] througa the util- 
ization of increased vigour which is 
obtained through the crossing of cer- 
tain varieties. So far crosses have 
been made chiefly between early flint 
and late dent varieties, and the hy- 
brid material obtained has in some 
cases shown much promise. Undoubt- 
edly a great deal more will be heard 
of varietal crosses in future years.

Watch the Bees Carefully in Early 
nos Spring 


On the first brigiit warm day, when 
the bees are flying freely, ui 
ies should be briefly examined to 
that they. still possess vigorous 
queens, that the food supply is suffic- | 
ient and that the colonies are strong 
enough to build up in time for the 
main flow. This examination should be 
as brief as possible for fear of chilling 
the brood and thus weakening the 
colony, Any colonies that require 
special attention such as requeeninp

the Dominion Apiarist all colonies 
| should have at least twenty pounds 
of food in the hive at this first ex- 
amination. If any colony has less than

“Local advertisers are a suspicious 
lot-and very jealous of each other, 
due largely to lack of etaical co-or- 
dination—-especially today, in the light 
of ‘Codes’ for price and profit regu- 
lation. And all seem to think that a 
newspaper's Advertising Manager 
should rule as a self-appointed censor 
on misrepresentation in copy, as to 
selling price and value spread, quality 
boasts and quantity figures. 

“The tendency to put the news- 
paper’s Advertising Manager on. the 
spot—particularly during these days 
of stunted appropriation and corres- 
pondingly smaller than. usual staffs— | 
is deplorable. The advertiser, reluct- 
ant to appear as complainant, or to 


take advantage of existing  legisla- 
tion (we refer to Canada, of course) 
in prosecuting offenders, usually for| Hi} 
the reason that at some time or other | 
practically all advertisers are guilty | 
of misrepresentation in some respects | [II 
—expects the newspaper's Advertising | Hf} 
Manager to prove one customer a Har 

in order to gratify the competitive an- 
imosity of another. Where cases of 
misrepresentation are glaring, a little 
tactful advice to an advertiser may 

be sufficient to remedy the fault—

ON SCHEDULE 


AT HONOLULU 


lighted on Pear] Harbour at Honolulu, 
at 9.35 a.m.‘on Wednesday last after 
a 2,400-mile flight from Alameda, 
California. 

The ship passed over Diamond Head 
flying high and fast, escorted by one 
swift navy pursuit plane.

The Clipper travelled the 2.490 
miles in 17 hours and 47 minutes, 
making a new flight record for the 
distance. 

The plane arrived in the bright sun- 
light of a Hawaiian morning, break- 
ing tarough clouds which had over- 
hung the island at Oahu at dawn.
